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The national youth team may live, train and 
study together at the Australian Sports In- 
stitute in Canberra all of next year, leading up 
to the world youth championships in October. 

And they may play as a team in the eastern zone 
of the national youth league to be formed regio- 
nally next season. 

All members of the national squad have 
been offered soccer scholarships at the In- 
stitute. The Australian Soccer Federation and 
the Government. will pay the $4000 cost for 
each member. 


“Living together and practicing soccer at least four hours a day 
at the Institute would be perfect preparation for the world 
championships,’ ASF youth development officer Brian Emery 
said this week. 

He said he would talk it over with the squad in its four-day 
training camp in Canberra later this month. 

The squad will take part in the Victoria Cup competition 
against South Melbourne Hellas, Footscray JUST, Preston-Make- 
donia, Croatia, Ajax, Hakoah and Juventus in Melbourne from 22 
October to 16 November. 


At the Sports Institute, the players will combine their course of 
soccer practice, theory and coaching, with whatever academic 
courses they choose. 

These can be undertaken at the nearby Australian National 
University, the Department of Advanced Education or TAFE 
(Technical and Further Education). Those stili at high school can 
do their Higher School Certificate. 

Players no longer at school can enrol just for the soccer course 
and the ASF will help get them jobs in berra. 

Either 16 or 18 places will be available in the soccer course next 
year. If they cannot be filled from within the youth squad, the 
balance will be filled from among other applicants. 

Brian Emergy said if enough members of the youth 
enrol, they will be entered as a team in the eastern division of the 
national youth league which also will comprise the five Sydney- 
based PSL clubs, Newcastle KB United, Canberra City and Wol- 


City. 
The NSW Federation executive has recommended to its annual 
general meeting that the proposal of the new youth league be ac-

Believe me there are 10 
drawcards the Cosmos stars 
playing in the Philips League. 

Again I say, as I have said 
many times in the past, Rik 


Booth and his marketing com- 
Pany should concentrate on 
marketing and promoting 
soccer in the winter. 

They have not tried this and 
in fact it has never really been 
marketed or promoted proper- 
ly hee int he winter. 

So why do they want to 
change seasons without having 
a real go? It is that we have 
not been given the real reason 
for the desire to change sea- 
sons. 


Could the reason be that this 
is being done to introduce 
indoor soccer to Australia? 

And that the only way indoor 
soccer will get off the ground 
is to change the conventional 
season to summer? 


It is no secret that all our 
top clubs would vehemently 
oppose their players being 
used midweek in an indoor 
competition and then having to 
play PSL games at the week- 
end. 


And no indoor competition 
would have a hope in hell of 
surviving without PSL players 
taking part. 


So to get over this difficulty, 
conventional soccer is to be 
sacrificed and moved to 


summer to make way for what 
is hoped to be a money-draw- 
ing indoor league. 

Money-drawing to whom is 
the question that has to be 
asked. 

No doubt the clubs will want 
the answer before they vote on 
summer soccer in March. 


And on this matter of 
summer soccer — played at 
night — what about the official 
attendance at last weekend’s 
top four clash between Sydney 
City and Heidelberg. 


The officials of the Sports 
Ground are adamant that 
there were only 1700 paying 
customers — so much for 
summer soccer played at 


night. 





WHY CANBERRA, SAINTS 


St. George was once the backbone of the 
national team and one of the top two or three 
clubs in Australia. Today it is waiting ner- 
vously for news about whether it will be 

- readmitted to the PSL after finishing last on 


the ladder. 


Canberra City has the poten- 
tial to be what St. George was 
in its finest years but despite 
an excellent stadium, solid 
community support and an ex- 
pensive recruitment drive this 
year, Canberra still fails to re- 
alise its potential 

Ironically both clubs have 
fatied for opposite reasons: St. 
George because it is a “closed 
shop”’, Canberra because it is 
too democratic. 


The St. George leaders have 
only themselves to blame for 
the sad demise of the club over 
the past five years. 


The once-great club that 
was instrumental informing 
the Philips League, has sur- 
vived in the new league only 
because of some last-minute 
uest imports like Ray 

lemence, Ralph Coates and 
Charlie George and because of 
two Houdini acts by coaches 
Joe Vlasits in 1978 and Raul 
Blanco in 1979. 


I joined Saints as a player in 
1963. The only thing that has 
not changed in all that time is 
the committee — and there’s 
the rub. Players and coaches 
have come and gone — many 
cutting their ties with the club 
completely. 


Let’s have a look at the ong- 
oing exodus of coaches: Vlaits, 
Rasic, Arok, Johnson, Warren, 
Schaefer, Takac, Gelei, 
Blanco and now, perhaps Arok 
again. 


Arok is not walking back to 
what he had in the sixties when 
Saints boasted great players 
like Abonyi, Schaefer, Ainslie, 
Williams, Alston, Hogg, Den- 
ton, Fraser, Harris and Utje- 
senovic. 


He is talented enough to in- 
spire a revival but not without 
first engineering a drastic 
restructuring of the club. 


The people who founded the 
club have to be shown respect 
for what they have done in the 
past but I’m afraid many no 
longer have the time or the en- 
thusiasm to make sure the 
club gets back onto the right 
Toad. 


One of my problems with 
the club before I left in 1975 
was that I argued against the 
fact that only Hungarians 
were on the committee. I 
argued that ability, not nation- 
ality should be the major 
criterion. 


It is still true that the com- 
mittee needs new blood and 


that it must streamline its or- 
ganisation. 


It has been claimed that the 
club neglected its team this 
year in order to concentrate 
its efforts on completing the 
new stand at Barton Park. 


But that’s not true. The fact 
is the club spent more on the 
team in the past three or four 
years than it ever did in the 
past. 


Traditionally, Saints have 
not been known as big spen- 
ders on the transfer market. 
They had a more or less set- 
tled team over a long period 
and they filled the gaps with an 
import here or there, and with 
young players coming up 
through the ranks — Morgan, 
the O’Sheas, Williams, Grosse, 
Jankovics, Treasure and so on. 


This year, they bebuilt their 
team twice — once during the 
off-season after unloading a lot 
of long-serving stars, and then 
half-way through the year 
when they added Stone, Rus- 
sell and Ernie Campbell. 


Whereas good young players 
were available in abundance in 
the past, the present St. 
George team has only two of 
its own products — Peter 
Terry and Mark Barton.

Too many players have been 
dumped unceremoniously in 
recent — the O’Shea 
brothers, Jankovics, O’Con- 
nor, Schaefer, Hamilton, espe- 
cially Abonyi. 


In their places are players 
not good enough to lace the 
boots of those past stars. 


Like I said, St. George has 
no one to blame but them-- 
selves. They have thrown a 
proud tradition out of the win- 
dow, but it’s not too late to 
change.

Imports only way to 
ease drain on talent 


The drain on Aus- 
tralian Soccer talent 
overseas, currently a 
trickle, could become 
a flood within the 
next few years. 


This, the latest of Soccer's 
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problems, is ironic when one 
thinks a major problem for 
years has been the entry of too 
many imports INTO Australia. 
Recent ASF legislation has 
almost halted the inflow of 
players into the country, an- 
other touch of irony there. 
Although the ASF directive 
against world cup squad 
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players going overseas may 
delay the exodus of our top 
Stars, once the world cup cam- 
paign ends the outflow will 
begin. 

It seems likely to start with 
Gary Cole, Peter Sharne and 
John Yzendoorn.

These may be the forerun- 
ners of many more as overseas 
clubs eye our ever improving 
players, who by world stan- 
dards are dirt cheap to buy. 


I doubt whether any of our 
current players could hold 
down a First Divisiun piace im 
top European club sides in 
seSheeratt Spain, Italy or Eng- 
and. 


On the other hand there is 
good money to be made in Hol- 
land, Greece, USA and other 
middle standard soccer coun- 
tries, where they could get a 
first team berth. 


The same applies in Second 
and Third Division clubs in 
England and the other major 
soccer nations, where players 
earn excellent wages. 


English Second Division 
‘Clubs regularly pay up to $500,- 
000 transfer fees for players. 

They could buy our very best 
Stars for $100,000, or at max- 
imum $200,000. 

Although our clubs like to 
win trophies and are aware 
that star players are needed to 
do that, they also seem to be 
rather bedazzled by the big 
cheques being waved at them 
by agents of European clubs. 


Certainly Heidelberg seems 

very willing to listen to the 
offers for Cole, Yzendoorn and 
others who may follow the 
path of former goalkeeper, 
Yakka Banovic. 
’ If our clubs do sell their top 
stars they must use part of the 
money to provide the grounds 
and other facilities so badly 
needed, and not squander it 
meaninglessly. 

One of the few good thin 
that may come out of the sale 
of Our soccer cream would be 
the use of the money to up- 
grade our soccer and our sta- 
diums. 

The great danger to the code 
from a continuing drain of our 
top players would be to keep 
the standard at the top impro- 
ving the way it has in the past 
four years, since the start of 
the Philips league. 

I do emphatically believe it 


is the standard of our game 
which is holding us back far 
more than any other factor. 

This being the case clubs 
must be allowed to import 
Stars from overseas to count- 
eract the drain of our top tal- 
ent. 

Spectators need stars. 
Soccer here needs stars if it is 
to grow. 


if our stars are going to 
move to richer pastures, 
which inevitably they will, 
then we must import others te 
take their place. 


Rothman’s director of 


soccer coaching for Australia, 


Eric Worthington, said he 


would know that his coaching 
scheme was beginning to pro- 
vide results when we started 
selling our stars overseas. 

That time has now arrived. 

The ASF now needs to look 
at the situation carefully and 
consult with our top clubs to 
come up with a set of guide- 
lines which will protect the 
interests of all parties con- 
cerned. 

The parties concerned are 


the players, clubs, Australian 


Soccer and most of all the 
paying public.

This 2-2 draw had every- 
thing — tremendous team 
play, fine individual play, 
spectacular goals, spectacular 
misses, fierce tackling and a 
grandstand finish in which 
Makedonia snatched a late 
equaliser. 

Along with 4,500 spectators I 
was thoroughly entertained. 

You've got to hand it to 
Makedonia because sheer pér- 
sistence earned it a point when 
it seemed that Croatia would 
win. 

The first 15 minutes saw a 
reversal of roles as the usually 

essive Makedonia was on 
the receiving end of ferocious 
tackling which culminated in 
an Ante Bilaver—Gary Ward 
clash which ended Ward's 
season as the Makedonia scor- 
ing ace was carried off with a 
broken left leg. 

The incident highlighted the 
need for a stretcher to be 
placed near the field, Indeed, 
it was Makedonia specialist 
coach John Kennedy, watching 
the game from the grandstand, 
who charged down to ground 
level and ran into the players’ 
race to later emerge with a 
stretcher for Ward. 

How long do we have to wait 












before officialdom sees the 
light and places stretchers 
close to the field within easy 
access of physiotherapists and 
club doctors? 

Croatia was in-command 
territorially in the opening 30 
minutes but Noel Mitten failed 
to capitalise on a great chance 
when Mike Rainey slipped 
when trying to intercept a 
John Gardiner through bail 
and Mitten, with Lou Kastner 
to beat, shot at the Makedonia 
keeper who parried clear. 

Makedonia stunned Croatia 
with the opening goal in the 
29th minute. 

Ward sent Cullen through 
and the diminutive dynamo 
steadied, then slotted the ball 
low past Peter Blasby into the 
far corner of goal. 

Within two minutes scores 
were level. 

Carl Gilder laid off to Joe 
Tront who came inside, then 
passed to Howard Andrews. 
Andrews played a one-two 
with Mitten, ran onto the 
return and cracked a first- 
time right-foot shot past Lou 
Kastner, diving in vain at full 
stretch. 

Thirty seconds after the 
kick-off Peter Ollerton had a 
close range shot saved on the 
line by Blasby. 

The crowd was on its toes as 
play switched quickly from 
end to end. 

The pelting rain which 
marred the second half didn’t 
dampen the enthusiasm of the 
players who continued to pro- 
duce a hard-hitting spectacle. 

Alan Kerr hammered home 
a thundrous left-foot shot from 
off the inside of the near up- 
right to put Croatia back into 
the lead in the 67th minute. 

Seven minutes later Make- 
donia's players remonstrated 
with referee Momont when Ol- 
lerton went down inside the 
area but Momont waved play 


on. 

Ken Murphy had come on in 
place of Gardiner and he 
almost caught Kastner nap- 
ping with a curled free kick in 
the 77th minute which Kastner 
tapped onto the bar, then re- 
covered to grab the rebound. 

Mitten should have wrapped 
it up in the 80th minute when 
he was put through by Tommy 
Cumming, Andrews’ replace- 
ment, but Kastner was quickly 
off his line and Mitten failed to 
add to his recent goalscoring 
feats by shooting straight at 
Kastner as he had done in the 
first half. 

When it seemed a Croatia 
victory was assured, up 
bobbed the never-say-die 
Claude Lucchesi to snatch a 
point for Makedonia. 

Ljube Petrovski charged 
forward down Makedonia’s 
right wing and crossed to the 
far post. Ollerton, under pres- 
sure from Steve Kokoska, 
headed back across goal to 
Lucchesi who seemed to have 
lost his chance to score but, 
almost unbelievably, kept 
going and slid down to toe-poke 
the ball off Blasby and inside 
the near post.

Uruguay’s sole survivor 


The Copa de Oro. 


will be of special 
significance to Er- 
nesto WMascheroni, 
73, the only survivor 
of The Uruguay team 
that won the first 
World Cup in Monte- 
video in 1930.

Cut the PSL 
in half 


SIR, — With the present 
season grinding to a close, I 
am urged to write to ‘Soccer 
Action’ to voice my opinions 
and fears about what is hap- 
pening to our game and about 
its immediate future as one of 
the football codes in Australia. 

In taking stock, my views 
and comments may be shared 
by the diminishing number of 
fans who, while not being com- 
mitted to any one club, are 
still active followers of the 
game. 

In not wishing to detract 
from the reporting of your lead 
writers, Mike Johnson, Rale 
Rasic and Laurie Schwab, or 
the other well-meaning soccer 
scribes attached to national 
newspapers, their reports 
carry little impact to any but 
the totally converted. 

They are neither known nor 
read by the general English- 
reading public. 

A splash of star-billing 
added to sensationalism and 
controversy sell papers, some- 
thing sadly lacking at the mo- 
ment. As any worth while busi- 
nessman will tell you, the 
power of the media, be it TV, 
radio or the Press, will have 
even a greater influence on all 
our lives during the 1980's. 

Firstly a few hard facts: 

1. We must accept that for 
now and in the immediate 
future, all players with our 
premier league clubs (I will 
call it the Australian Soccer 
League, with Philips becoming 
disenchanted with lack of re- 
sponse to their sponsorship) 
are only part-timers; so too 
are club administrators. 
Therefore we can only expect 
part-time performances and 
presentation, 


2. Even the best-supported 
clubs in all States cannot at 
present command attendances 
that average in excess of 5000 
per match. 


3. State League com- 
petitions will never again at- 
tract the support they had in 
the sixties and eary seventies. 
Perhaps Queensland has found 
the proper solution, but theirs 
must be a costly project and to 
sustain its impact long-term,

What are our main object- 
ives, immediate and long- 
term? 

The immediate are two-fold. 
Both involve structuring to 
meet the needs of the two 
major tournaments that will 
involve Australia over the next 
24 months. 

Firstly qualification to the 
World Cup final rounds in 
Spain in 1982, and secondly a 
totally professional presenta- 
tion of the 1981 world youth 
Cup, where Australia will be 
under the clinical eye of the 
Australian public and the 
world at large. 

The long-term objective 
must be the structuring of 
competitions throughout the 
States that gives all clubs a 
similar chance of p ess. 
This progress ‘tree’ should 
grow from juniors, schools and 
universities, through the local 
amateur leagues, ‘the State 
Leagues to the pinnacle of the 
Australian League. 

I see the actions needed in 
meeting these objectives as 
being — 

Shorten the Philips Austral- 
ian Soccer League season by 
reducing the competition to 
two divisions of 10 clubs each. 

This can be best achieved by 
relegating the bottom four 
teams from the present league 
and supplementing them with 
six new clubs to form a Divi- 
sion 2. The six new applicants 
must be thoroughly screened, 
with emphasis placed more on 
sound management, ground fa- 
cilities and potential spectator 
appeal rather than on so-called 
‘big name’ star player promis- 
es or the financial influence of 
club officers. 

Here I envisage that the net 
must be spread wider, since it 
is highly doubtful that Sydney 
or Melbourne could sustain 
more than five clubs in each 
centre within the two divi- 
sions. 

Certainly Wollongong and a 
Tasmanian club side are a 
must, but what about a club 
team from WA where at

success could command at- 
tendances comparable with 
some of the current PSL clubs. 

I see this proposal as con- 
centrating the best teams and 
the best players in the top divi- 
sion. Two-up, two-down will 
ensure greater interest overall 
and a better chance of specta- 
tor appeal. 

With our heavy commitment 
to the World Cup qualification, 
the thought of summer soccer 
must be shelved until 1983 at 
the earliest, if ever. An ana- 
lysis of attendances at either 
early season matches in 
March or in mid and late Octo- 
ber would indicate that soccer 
does not hold any more attrac- 
tion at these times than in the 
winter months. Moreover the 
lack of proper floodlight facil- 
ities at most grounds makes 
such a proposition unmana- 
geable at the moment, 

I would advocate that the 
shortened season commences 
with a two-legged (alternate 
home and away) knock-out 
League Cup competition in- 
volving only the 20 league 
clubs during April, to be fol- 
lowed by the 18-week league 
competitions from May 
through to mid-September, 
intersperced by early rounds 
of our version of the English 
FA Cup (set weekend dates, 
please, from now on) involving 
more local State League 
teams, Later rounds of this 
Cup competition can then play 
in September after the league 
competitions and climaxing 
with the final on the first 
weekend in October. 

This date must be fixed so 
that it becomes as traditional 
as the FA Cup final (the first 
Saturday in May). 

A neutral ground must be 
the permanent venue for the 
show-piece game, ejther the 
Sydney Cricket Ground or 
Olympic Park, Melbourne, 
providing this venue is not the 
home ground of one of the 
league teams. 

This date would not clash 
with the grand finals of the 
other football codes which 
could help media saturation 
around Australia, eventuating 
in direct telecasting of the ‘big 
day’ to all other States.

he Australian Soccer Cup 
(our equivalent to the FA 
Cup), international and inter- 
state matches would still come 
under the direct control of the 
ASF, with close liaison with 
State Federations. 

Crowds on the terraces are 
the very life-blood of any pro- 
fessional cor semi-professional 
sport. 

The Australian Soccer 
League matches would nor- 
mally need to be held on Sun- 
days, with State Leagues gen- 
erally held on Saturdays (su- 
rely a Soccer Pools require- 
ment) to eliminate unneces- 
Sary rivalry for attracting 
spectators. 

.Exceptions would always 
have to be considered where a 
particular centre has two or 
more local clubs. 

Here home fixture clashes 
must be avoided by using Sat- 
urdays, or Friday or Saturday 
evenings if proper floodlight 
facilities at the home team’s 
venue exist, enabling each 
centre to ‘double up’ on specta- 
tor appeal to the top league 
games. 

If it is actepted that the 
majority of our present top 
sides have a reliance on a hard 
core of between 1500 and 3500 
supporters, then there is a 
need to increase the numbers 
of ‘floating’ patrons — very 
few indeed at the moment!!

tralian-born, who at present 
feel alienated attending most 
soccer grounds, yet admit to 
avidly watching ‘Match of the 
Day’ each week! 

Moreover some early re- 
search must be undertaken on 
ways to commute the few fa- 
natical fans around the various 
centres to away games. This 
season I have observed suppor- 
ters of Brisbane City, 
Canberra City, Marconi and 
naturally Newcastle following 
their team at grounds in other 
cities. These are the fans the 
top clubs should consider first 
and foremost in the hope that 
their numbers will grow suf- 
ficiently so that regular travel 
by charter bus or air at a 
cheap package cost would be 
attractive. 

Certainly no player can per- 
form at his peak in front of 
empty terraces and his and the 
team’s performances are 
lifted by crowd support and re- 
action. 

Here club management is 
much at fault. Most do pre- 
cious little to capture the 
interest of the non-committed. 
Programmes with players’ 
pen-pictures are a must; so too 
is the club’s fixture list for the 
season, It is most frustrating 
watching a visiting team’s out- 
standing players not being ab- 
solutely certain who they are! 

Additionally, PA systems 
used at most grounds border 
on the hopeless. All announce- 
ments should be in English, 
the language the majority can 
understand. 

Publicity officers, like those 
employed by Heidelberg 
United, are a must in selling 
the club and the game. All 
areas of the media must be 
kept fully informed of club 
events, team selection and 
corporate decisions within the 
club. Surely the clubs can 
learn from Australian Rules in 
adopting simple marketing 
ploys that place their clubs 
and their players in the lime- 
light. 
Finally a word on market 
strategies. A major Australian 
(emphasis on Australian) 
marketing consultant must be 
engaged to research and eval- 
uate possible penetration; 
where, when and by whom. In 
this regard I believe not 
enough is done by our top play-

part timers, they must start to 
market themselves, endorse 
products and pay lip service to 
soccer’s main sponsors, i.e. 
Philips. Even the employment 
of professional agents would 
need to be considered. 

The formation of an Austral- 
ian-wide Soccer Players’ 
Union would certainly assist, 
not only in the varied aspects 
of marketing, but in contracts, 
transfers, minimum wage, 
financial assistance and re- 
deployment. 

Long-term sponsorship by 
leading commercial concerns 
must be undertaken. Leading 
finance corporations, banks, 
insurance companies, large 
manufacturing firms, mining 
consortiums should be ap- 
proached. Household names as 
sponsors all adds to publicity 
for our game. However, each 
possible outlet must be fully 
vetted, if only to avoid the em- 
barrassment one leading 
Sydney club almost found 
itself in through the collapse of 
VIP Insurance. 

In conclusion, unless there 
is a concerted effort to formu- 
late a proper and acceptable 
administration policy and to 
correctly structure com- 
petitions, then the strides 
taken in the mid-seventies 
would have been wasted.

amateur players rule to be 
brought into the VSF con- 
Stitution, and running into 
many brick walls and non- 
committal so-called officials, I 
was hoping to get some public 
Support through “‘Soccer Ac- 
tion’’. 

I don’t know if the VSF has 
any idea of how many young 
and old players they turn off 
the game by these ridiculous 
fines. 1 have lost two top up- 
and-coming players, both 19, 
because of the VSF’s grab- 
money-at-all-costs attitude. 
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“Every youngster wants to 
make the first team and if 
there is no hope for him he has 
to go. 

“Just look at Makedonia’s 
present first team. Not one 
player has come up through 
the junior ranks,” said Simic. 

The youngster's move 
pleased his father, a life-long 
J.U.S.T. fan, and Simic now 
feels at home with J.U.S.T, as 
he strives to become a regular 
in the first team. 

“If I ever leave J.U.S.T. it 
will be the finish of my effort 
to establish myself at the high- 
est club level in Australia,’’ he 
said. 

Simic played most of this 
season in J.U.S.T’s Second 
Division team with the major- 
ity of his PSL experiences con- 
fined to the substitutes’ bench.
